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^f^%Q^  ome  vears  s'1,JCe,  there 'fell  into  my  bauds  a  copy  of 
E^fP^sQ  a  manuscript,  said  to  be  in  the  handwriting  of  my 
?^^^^2  grandfather.  Captain  Ebenezer  Pope,  of  Great 
Barrinerton,  Mass.,  and  in  the  possession  of  his  eldest 
daughter,  the  late  Mrs.  Keziah  (Pope)  Kilbourn.  This 
paper  contained  a  record,  extending  from  1720  to  1740,  of 
the  names  and  dates  of  birth  of  the  children  of  Capt.  Pope's 
grandfather  ;  but  of  the  history,  or  even  of  the  name  of 
the  progenitor  of  the  family  whose  record  had  been  thus 
preserved,  nothing  definite  appears  to  have  been  hereto- 
fore known  by  any  of    the  descendants  now  living. 

During  the  past  year  (1881),  availing  myself  of  the 
opportunity  afforded  by  a  short  respite  from  the  ordinary 
occupations  of  a  somewhat  busy  life,  I  undertook  the  task 
of  tracing  the  early  history  of  our  immediate  family  in 
this  country,  and  especially  the  ancestry  of  Capt.  Ebe- 
nezer.  Having  reason  to  conjecture  that  this  branch  of 
the  family  migrated,  during  the  last  century,  from  some 
portion  of  the  Old  Plymouth  Colony,  I  made  a  careful 
examination  of  the  records  of  some  of  the  older  towns  in 
that  part  of  Massachusetts  especially  those  of  Plymouth, 
Sandwich  and  Old  Dartmouth.  I  also  visited  the  two 
last  named  places,  and  made  myself  familiar  with  many 
of    the    ancient    localities    referred    to    in    the    records. 

Although    the    time    which    I    was    enabled    to    devote 
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to    these    investigations    was    necessarily    brief,    I    was  n- 
ertheless    fortunate    enough    to    find    much    material    of 
terest    and    value,    more     or    less     directly    relating    to     t! 
object    of    my    search,    and    it    affords    me    pleasure     to 
able     to    present    in    a    condensed    form,    from    material 
my    possession,    a    nearly    complete   outline    of    the    gene 
ogy    of    Captain    Ebenezer    Pope   in    the    direct    line    fr< 
the    emigrant    ancestor.

Seth  was  an  extensive  landholder 
and  merchant  in  D.,  and  became  a  very  prominent,  influ- 
ential and  wealthy  citizen.  He  was  the  first  magistrate 
of  the  town,  and  also  represented  it  in  the  General  Court 
of  the  Old  Colony  at  Plvmouth,  1689-90.  His  descend- 
ants  have  been  v$ry  numerous,  and  not  a  few  of  them  are 
still  to  be  found  in  the  southeastern  portion  of  Massachu- 
setts.

In  1749,  all  his  daughters  having  married, 
and  his  eldest  living  son  John  having  become  of  age,  he 
removed  from  Sandwich  to  Lebanon,  Conn.,  where  he 
bought  a  farm,  upon  which  he  lived  until  1759,  when  he 
sold  out  and  probably  removed  thence.  I  have  as  yet 
ascertained  nothing  of  his  subsequent  history. 

Seth5,  the  sixth  child  of  Seth  of  Sandwich,  b.  Apr. 
19,  1731,  was,  according  to  family  tradition,  the  father  of 
Captain  Ebenezer  of  Alford  and  Great  Barrington.  I 
have  good  reason  to  suppose  that  the  2d  wife  of  Seth, 
and  mother  of  Capt.  E.,  was  a  daughter  of  Ebenezer 
Bacon,  of  Barnstable,  b.  Mar.  15,  1705,  who  m  Lydia 
Lothrop,  a  descendant  of  Eev.  John  Lothrop,  an  emi- 
nent divine,  and  graduate  of  Oxford,  who  came  in  1634 
or  1G35,  and  was  pastor  of  the  the  church  at  Scituate 
and  afterwards  at  Barnstable.  Ebenezer  B.  was  a 
great-grandson  of  Nathaniel  Bacon  of  Barnstable,  a  man 
of  great  ability  and  moral  worth,  very  prominent  in  the 
public  affairs  of  the  Colony,  especially  during  the  twenty 
years  preceding  his  death  in  1673.  He  was  likewise  a 
great-grandson  of  Governor  Thomas  Hinckley,  before  men- 
tioned. Mrs.  Lydia  (Lothrop)  Bacon  was  admitted  into  the 
church  in  Lebanon  in  1748,  and  d.  there  Jan.  2,  1791,  a3  78. 

I  shall  be  grateful  for  any  additional  genealogical  data 
which  may  hereafter  be  furnished  me,  relating  either  to 
the  family  of  Seth5  of  Connecticut,  or  to  any  of  the  de- 
scendants of  Capt.  Ebenezer  of  Great  Barrington,  as  I  may, 
perhaps,  at  some  future  time  undertake  to  prepare  a  more 
detailed  and  complete   history  of  the  family.

"Bishop's  New  Eng- 
land Judged,"  "Fox's  Journal,"  and  else- 
where. Shattuck  went  to  England  and  pre- 
sented the  subject  of  the  suffering  to  the  notice 
of  Charles  II.,  and  by  the  assistance  of  Ed- 
ward Burroughs  obtained,  Sept.  10,  1661,  "a 
mandamus,"  commanding  the  magistrates  and 
ministers  in  New  England  "  to  forbear  to  pro- 
ceed any  farther"  against  the  people  called 
Quakers,  —  and  he  was  appointed  agent  to 
carry  this  mandamus  to  New  England.  The 
General  Court,  Nov.  27,  1661,  accordingly 
passed  an  order  suspending  the  laws  against 
the  Quakers,  and  the  jailers  were  directed  to 
release  those  who  were  in  custody.  Thus, 
principally  through  his  instrumentality,  ter- 
minated one  of  the  most  extraordinary  perse- 
cutions that  this  country  ever  witnessed.  Af- 
terwards he  was  permitted  to  live  in  Salem 
undisturbed.  He  seems  to  have  been  a  man 
independent  in  his  opinion,  and  unwilling  to 
submit  to  oppression.
